A WELSH Ambulance Service 
stalwart says he is ‘truly 
honoured’ after being 
awarded the Queen’s 
Ambulance Service Medal. 

Community First Responder (CFR) 
Officer Tony Rossetti was presented 
with the medal by Prince Charles 
during a ceremony held at 
Buckingham Palace. 

It comes after he was recognised in 
Her Majesty’s Birthday Honours List 
in June for distinguished and 
meritorious service. 

Tony, who lives in Bridgend and 
works in Cardiff, has been part of the 
ambulance service for 32 years. 


He has dedicated himself to 
increasing the number of CFR 
volunteers, who give up their spare 
time to provide emergency care to 
communities in Wales. 

He is also a leading contributor to 
the PONT charity, which helps the 
communities in Uganda, and has 
devised and delivered lifesaving 
training for health workers in the 
Mbale district. 

Tony, who attended the ceremony 
with his wife Julie, mother Kath and 
son Gino, said he accepted the award 
on behalf of his family, friends and 
colleagues.

WASTE collections 
in Bridgend county 
borough will be 
two days later in 
Christmas week, 
then one day later 
after New Year. 

Householders can put 
out ‘limitless’ recycling. 
Christmas cards, turkey 
and more can be 
recycled, but not 
wrapping paper. 

Recycling and waste 
collection arrangements 
for Christmas and the 
New Year have been 
confirmed by Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC). With 
Christmas Day and 
Boxing Day falling on a 
Monday and a Tuesday 
in the first week, all 
scheduled collections 
will be two days later 
up until Sunday. 

Then, with New 
Year’s Day falling on a 
Monday in the second 
week, all scheduled 
collections will be one 
day later. All 
households will return 
to their normal 
collection dates on 
Monday, January 8. 
Christmas week 

Monday December 
25 (Christmas Day) is 
now Wednesday 
December 27. 

Tuesday 26 
December (Boxing 
Day) is now Thursday 
28 December. 

Wednesday 27 
December is now 
Friday 29 December. 

Thursday 28 
December is now 
Saturday 30 December. 

Friday 29 December 


is now Sunday 31 
December. 

New Year’s week 

Monday 1 January 
(New Year’s Day) is 
now Tuesday 2 January.

Deputy Leader 
Hywel Williams said: 
“While the festive 
season generally means 
more waste, the vast 
majority of materials 
can all be recycled. 

“Food leftovers, 
including your turkey 
carcass, can go out in 
your food caddy. Paper 
waste, including 
envelopes, can be 
placed in your white 
sack, and plastic 
packaging goes in your 
blue sack. 

“Don’t forget that not 
all types of plastic are 
suitable for recycling, 
so check www .recycle 
forbridgend.wales to 
find out more about 
this. 

“Cardboard, 
including Christmas 
cards, can go in your 
orange sack, and even 
Christmas trees can be 
disposed of at a local 
community recycling 
centre [formerly ‘the 
tip’]. 

“The main items that 
can’t be recycled are 
likely to be things like 
polystyrene and 
Christmas wrapping 


paper - these should go 
out with your general 
waste in your blue bin 
bag. 

“While the two-bag 
limit will be in place as 
usual and we are 
encouraging residents to 
try and stick to this, 

Kier has agreed that 
householders who find 
it difficult to fit in all of 
their non-recyclable 
Christmas waste will be 
able to put it out for 
collection as a separate 
black bag, or pre-sort it 
and take it to a 
recycling centre. 

“The festive season is 
exceptionally busy and 
Kier may use additional 
collection vehicles, so 
don’t worry if your 
cardboard is not 
collected at the same 
time as other recycling.” 

Cllr Williams has 
also thanked residents 
for their efforts 
following the 
introduction of the new 
collection arrangements. 

He said: “Residents 
of Bridgend county 
borough have made a 
fantastic recycling effort 
since the new service 
was introduced in June. 

“The area recorded 
its highest-ever 
recycling rate of 74 per 
cent between July and 
September, while the 
period between June 
and August saw a 254- 
tonne increase in 
recycling at recycling 
centres and a 957 tonne 
drop in the amount of 
waste sent to landfill. 

“These are excellent 
results, and I am 
looking forward to 


finding out more about 
what effect the new 
arrangements have had 
on Bridgend county 
borough’s recycling 
performance in the New 
Year.” 

Real Christmas trees 
can be recycled at the 
community recycling 
centres in Tythegston, 
Brynmenyn and 
Maesteg. They can also 
be taken to the Waterton 
Depot in Bridgend from 
January 2 every day 
apart from Sundays. 

Recycling centres 
will be closed on 
Christmas Day, Boxing 
Day and New Year’s 
Day, but will be open 
on all other days from 
8:30am - 4:30pm.

ECENTLY, I 
wrote to 
commend 
The GEM for its 
reporting on the 
many acts of 
remembrance 
which took place in 
November. 

I also pointed out that 
in 2014 Porthcawl Shout 
Forum paid BCBC to 
poppy seed Porthcawl 
roundabouts to 
commemorate the 
centenary of the Great 
War. 

Then in January and 
July this year we wrote 
asking BCBC to repeat 
the exercise in 2018 and 
commemorate the end of 
the War To End Wars but 
after waiting 11 months, 
we were disappointed 
not to have received a 
reply. 

However the situation 
changed within days of 
The GEM being 


published and I am 
pleased to say I received 
an email from BCBC 
stating they would seed 
the two Porthcawl 
Roundabouts with iconic 
red poppies in 2018. 

I also suggested in 
2013 that BCBC seed a 
‘Mile of Wild Flowers’ 
along the Porthcawl dual 
carriageway, as this 
would make an attractive 
entrance into a town 
trying to attract tourists 
and have an 
environmental benefit 
for bees and insects. 

It would also save 
money on expensive 
roadside grass cutting 
contractors which is the 
reason roadside wild 
flowers are popular with 
councils such as 
Swansea and Caerphilly. 

Unfortunately BCBC 
have once again decided 
against the idea because 
of ‘severe budget cuts’.

The ukulele is a 
Hawaiian musical 
instrument, most usually 
associated in Great 
Britain with George 
Formby who popularised 
it in the 1940s and 
1950s. 

Cardiff-born Tessie 
O’Shea, who shared top 
billing with the Beatles 
on the famous Ed 
Sullivan TV show in 
1964, was another 
ukulele exponent. 

More recently, singer 
and songwriter Taylor 
Swift often accompanies 
herself by playing the 
ukulele. 

The venue of Holy 
Cross Church in 
Cowbridge provided an 
intimate atmosphere as 
the six-strong band’s 
playlist started with 
Johnny Cash’s ‘Ring of 
Fire’, followed by 
‘Runaround Sue’ (the 
U3A chair categorically 
denied that this song was

healthy and safe. We offered customers 
leaflets about the service, and sent out 
information to high risk patients with 
their prescriptions.

Porthcawl 
regeneration 
is back on 
the agenda 


THE much-debated issue of 
regeneration in Porthcawl 
could become clearer this 
week as a new plan is put 
forward. 

Councillors at Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) were 
considering a proposal on 
Wednesday, December 20 that, if 
approved, could pave the way for the 
next round of major regeneration in 
Porthcawl. 

The decision was due to be made 
just after The GEM went to print. 

Councillors were discussing 
purchasing the leasehold on an area 
of land near the seafront in order to 
remove conflicting interests, break a 
development impasse that could last 
for another 16 years, and enable new 
regeneration work to move forward 
and benefit the town. 

Known locally as Salt Lake, the 
land has formed a crucial part of the 
council’s phase one regeneration 
plans for a number of years and was 
previously marked for a superstore 
as well as leisure, retail, housing and 
community use. 

For that particular plan, Tesco 
outbid all its supermarket rivals and 
the purchase price that the retail 
giant was prepared to pay would 
have paid for a great deal of 
infrastructure. 

However, as a BCBC spokesman 
put it: “This did not progress 
following a reversal in the growth 
strategies of the major supermarket 
chains, leaving the land deadlocked 
over how it can be best used to serve 
the interests of the town.” 

The Evans families have held the 
lease for Salt Lake for over 80 years, 
and that lease does not run out for 16 
years - in 2033. 

There are stories circulating in 
Porthcawl suggesting that the lease 
was extended some years ago, but 
when asked about this by The GEM, 
a BCBC spokesman categorically 
denied this. 


He said: “The long lease on Salt 
Lake was already in place when 
BCBC came into being in 1996, and 
the council has never granted any 
extensions on it. 

“If the proposal has been 
approved by Council, the authority 
will use capital budget funds to 
purchase the interests of the 
leaseholders. 

“Following two independent 
valuations of the site and 
consultation with the Wales Audit 
Office, the cost of this has been set 
at £3.4m - a figure which the 
authority would seek to recover as 
part of any subsequent development 
deal. 

“It is likely that any future use of 
the land would involve a mix of 
housing, retail and leisure, and 
would also need to take account of 
extensive new infrastructure 
requirements such as highways, 
utilities, flood defences and more.” 

Speaking before the meeting, 
Council Leader Huw David said: “If 
members agree the proposal, it could 
prove to be an opportunity to break 
the deadlock over the Salt Lake land, 
and trigger regeneration on what 
must be one of the largest current 
waterfront development sites in the 
country.” 

If the plan has now received the 
green light, nothing will change in 
2018. Salt Lake will continue to be a 
car park, because BCBC believes 
that the marketing of the site will 
take that period of time. Work could 
begin, however, in 2019. 

The proposal was discussed at 
3pm on Wednesday, December 20 in 
the Civic Offices at Angel Street,

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HILE the 
Star Wars 
franchise 
has never truly 
gone away, it 
received a 
hyperspace-like 
boost when JJ 
Abrams’ The Force 
Awakens (Episode 
VII of the main 
saga) was released 
in 2015. 

With returns for 
classic characters like 
Han Solo and General 
Leia, and new characters 
like Daisy Ridley’s Rey, 
John Boyega’s Fin and 
more, it was a gigantic 
success, and, eager to 
find out where the new 
trilogy goes from there, 
Episode VIII: The Last 
Jedi now hits the big 
screen. 

The Force Awakens 
ended with Rey (Daisy 
Ridley), whose force 
powers awoke during the 
events of that film, 
tracking down the self- 
exiled Luke Skywalker 
(Mark Hamill) in order 
to be trained in the ways 
of the Jedi. 

Luke is reticent to 
empower Rey’s abilities 
even more, but with the 
danger of the First Order 
on the horizon, led by 
the mysterious Snoke 
(Andy Serkis) and his 
apprentice Kylo Ren 
(Adam Driver), will 
Luke unleash Rey’s 
powers - and what will 
the effect be...? 

The Force Awakens 
was a film that re¬ 
established Star Wars as 
a franchise, its 
familiarity of old 
characters and the 
introduction of new ones 
both reassuring fans of 
the series while taking a 
baby step into a new 
cinematic world. 

If you consider that 
film to be a palate 
cleanser, then The Last 
Jedi is the main course - 
and what a sumptuous, 
dense and delicious 
thing it is, a film that 
marries the familiar 
beats with unexpected 
ones, that maintains the 
tone of the series but is 
bold and brave enough 
to take it in directions 
that you wouldn’t 
necessarily expect. 

JJ Abrams was a safe 
pair of hands to bring 
Star Wars out of 
hibernation, a director 
well-versed and steeped 
in turning nostalgia into 
something new. 

Rian Johnson is a 
director who has proved 
over his filmography to 
be one who is keen to 
take chances {Brick, 


Looper ), to be daring, 
and that was just what 
The Last Jedi needed to 
be, Johnson (who wrote 
the script as well as 
directing) has fashioned 
a film that does that in 
spades while never 
losing sight of its 
identity. 

His direction is 
marvellous, the epic 
scope and scale you 
would expect from the 
series shot with a keen 
eye and there are 
moments of real visual 
beauty, starships 
exploding in silence, 
suns setting, that truly 
convey the scale of what 
is unfolding. 

His script is also 
wonderful, paying lip 
service to the past while 
steadfastly looking 
towards the future; given 
how close The Force 
Awakens cleaved to A 
New Hope, logic would 
dictate that this film 
would marry up with 
The Empire Strikes 
Back. And while it 
certainly does pivot into 
darker moments, it 
refuses to conform to 
those expectations. 

The story moves in 
smart ways, the 
character beats superb as 
we realise that not 
everything (and indeed 
everyone) is as cut and 
dried as you would 
expect, while themes of 
war profiteering and 
who is really fighting on 
the right side gives the 
usual ‘good guys versus 
bad guys’ conflict a 
different twist. 

Having waited nearly 
all of The Force 
Awakens to be 
reacquainted with him, 
Mark Hamill delivers an 
outstanding turn as Luke 
Skywalker, a hermit 
afraid of reigniting the 
Jedi due to a dark 
moment in his past. 
Hamill’s craggy looks 
give a real sense of 
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Skywalker’s descent into 
his own personal black 
hole and his arc strikes 
at the heart of the film. 

The sadness 
surrounding Carrie 
Fisher’s death makes her 
final turn as Leia all that 
more poignant, while 
Daisy Ridley grows in 
stature in the same way 
as her character, her 
performance assured as 
she shares the screen 
primarily with Hamill. 

Adam Driver’s 
performance as Kylo 
Ren is excellent, the 
internal conflict wholly 
apparent between the 
light side and the dark 
side of the force, and he 
and Ridley share some 
excellent moments that 
are both superbly acted 
but also hint at where 
the next film may take 
us. 

John Boyega gets 
saddled with a flat 
subplot involving 
picking up a safecracker 
from the Star Wars 
universe’s version of Las 
Vegas, Canto Blight, but 
his partner in that 
enterprise, Kelly Marie 
Tran’s Rose, makes for a 
pleasing foil, while the 


likes of Laura Dem and 
Benicio Del Toro bring 
gravitas in small but 
pivotal roles. 

It’s not wholly 
perfect, the 152-minute 
running time definitely 
feeling a little sag in the 
middle section 
(primarily down to Fin 
and Rose’s unengaging 
sojourn to Canto Blight) 
but it ramps up towards 
its conclusion, delivering 
emotional reveals and 
epic battle sequences 
that leave you barely 
coming up for air. 

It’s a gloriously epic 
and wondrous film, one 
that pushes the Star 
Wars universe firmly 
forward, leaving the 
appetite truly whetted 
for the concluding part 
of this new trilogy (to be 
directed by the returning 
Abrams); The Last Jedi 
is the sort of grandiose 
film that you can delight 
in, and is without doubt 
one of the finest films in 
the franchise thus far. 

VERDICT: Back 
bigger and better than 
The Empire Strikes 
Back, Star Wars: The 
Last Jedi is an excellent 
film, one that plays by 
franchise rules but takes 
the story and characters 
into unexpected places 
and takes the series itself 
into new territory. 
Superbly marshalled by 
Rian Johnson, and with 
great performances, 
most notably Mark 
Hamill’s turn as Luke 
Skywalker, this is an 
epic and incredible film.

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Banish the bleak mid-Winter by Sara Milne 



COLOUR can be 
sadly lacking from 
gardens in January, 
but a simple way of 
bringing a little bit 
of sunshine back 
into the outdoors is 
by using containers 
packed with hardy 
plants that provide 
colour, texture and 
a good few weeks of 
interest. 

Make sure you place 
them where they can be 
seen - in areas close to 
your home, in view of 
visitors or in places 
where they can be 
appreciated from the 
warmth and comfort of 
indoors - such as outside 
the kitchen window or 
on a window sill. 

The upside of colder 
weather is that flowers 
last longer and even the 
humble evergreen such 
as bay, laurel or 


viburnum looks stunning 
edged with a touch of 
winter morning frost. 
Some of the best 


plants for winter colour 
are classic favourites 
that still bring a smile to 
the face in deep mid 


winter and, outside of 
prolonged snow and 
rain, can survive into the 
spring. 

Helleborus niger - 
also known as the 
Christmas Rose - is a 
stylish starting point and 
has a purity of colour 
that makes it ideal as a 
single planting or as a 
centre piece in a mixed 
container. It has clusters 
of saucer-shaped flowers 
in white, pink, green, ma 
uve or smoky purple. 

The winter flowering 
Viola (looking like a 
mini pansy) is a really 
cheerful choice for pots 
and planters and comes 
in a variety of colours 
from white through to 
yellow, orange, mauve, 
purple and blue. 

Erica (also known as 
Heather) brings a hint of 
the highlands to any 
seasonal container with 
its stems of delicate 
flowers in white, pink,

red, magenta or purple. 

Before you get going 
on planting make sure 
you take on board these 
tips from the Royal 
Horticultural Society for 
growing in containers 
during winter: 

Remember that plants 
grow very little in 
winter, so make sure you 
start with good-sized 
plants and use sufficient 
numbers of plants for the 
size of container to make 
an impact from the start. 

Position your 
container where it will 
get as much light as 
possible during the 
winter months to ensure 
plant foliage remains 
green and healthy. 

Water containers 
carefully in winter, 
making sure you check 
the compost regularly, as 
it can soon dry out in 
mild spells. Smaller 
plants are more 
susceptible to over or 
underwatering. 

It is not necessary to 
feed container plants 
during the winter. 

Raise containers off 
the ground on pot feet or 
bricks to aid drainage 
and help prevent the 
freezing conditions that 
cause pots to crack. 

Choose frost-proof 
terracotta or containers 
made of plastic, 
fibreglass or wood. Use 
bubble wrap containers 
in severe weather to 
reduce damage to plant 
roots.

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Fine for rogue 
trader who took 
£3,000 from 
Brackla resident 


TRADING Standards teams 
across Bridgend county 
borough, Cardiff and the Vale 
are issuing urgent warnings to 
residents about making 

upfront payments to 

tradesmen who call at their 
homes. 

The advice follows the prosecution 
of a local trader who was paid £3,000 
upfront by a Brackla resident after 
offering to lay hardstanding at their 
property. 

Craig Hearne, from Sarn, had 
previously completed work to the 
resident’s garden and also came 
recommended by a neighbour. 

A full payment of £3,000 was made 
by the resident via a bank transfer to 
Mr Hearne in May 2016, despite him 
failing to issue any paperwork for the 
work, which is a legal requirement. 

Although the resident kept in touch 
with Mr Hearne via phone and text, 
and he kept making promises to start 
the work, he never returned to their 
property. 

Mr Hearne then claimed that he had 
sold the business to someone else and 
that he would pass on the new owner’s 
contact details, but he never did so. 

Mr Hearne could no longer be 
contacted after that point so, in August 
2016, the resident reported their 
complaint to Shared Regulatory 
Services - the body responsible for 
Trading Standards in Bridgend county 
borough, Cardiff and the Vale. 

The Chair of the Joint Committee 
for Shared Regulatory Services, 
Councillor Dhanisha Patel said: “Our 


officers tried to contact Mr Hearne by 
phone but there was never any answer. 
Messages were also left for him to 
contact us, but he failed to respond. 

“Letters to Mr Hearne went 
unanswered and he failed to turn up for 
two interviews, while on two occasions 
when officers visited him at home, 
there was no answer. We did 
everything we could before taking the 
next steps.” 

The remaining option was to 
prosecute Mr Hearne but he failed to 
turn up to court on several occasions so 
a warrant was issued for his arrest. 

On December 7, 2017 he was 
arrested in Neath and taken into 
custody. He appeared in Cardiff 
Magistrates Court that afternoon and 
pleaded guilty to all charges. 

Mr Hearne was fined £500 and was 
ordered to refund the complainant’s 
£3,000 in full as well as victim 
surcharge and legal costs. 

Cllr Patel added: “This case serves 
as a warning to residents to avoid 
paying such large amounts of money to 
traders up front, especially where there 
is no written contract in place. 

“Any reasonable trader will ask for 
a small percentage to be paid up front 
with further payments in stages or 
upon completion. 

“Keep your money safe in your 
bank account until you are satisfied 
that the work has been completed and 
contact us if you believe you’ve been 
pressured into making a payment.”

Support for proposal to develop 
Welsh-language provision for 
pupils with autism 9 claims BCBC 


PUPILS, staff and parents have 
reacted positively to a proposal to 
establish specialist learning 
facilities for Welsh-speaking 
pupils with autistic spectrum 
disorders (ASD) at Ysgol Gyfun 
Gymraeg Llangynwyd a Bridgend 
County Borough Council (BCBC) 
spokesperson said on December 
14 . 

A specialist learning resource centre at 
the school would enable Welsh-speaking 
pupils with a diagnosis of ASD to have 
their needs met through their chosen 
language while continuing to have access 
to mainstream curriculum. 

The resource would cater for a 
maximum of 12 children, and a similar 
provision has already been established for 
English-medium pupils at Maesteg 
Comprehensive School. 

BCBC recently carried out a public 
consultation on the proposal, inviting the 


views of pupils, parents, teachers, 
governors, the wider community and 
Estyn. 

The plans were discussed at a series of 
drop-in sessions where any queries could 
be answered. The feedback was positive, 
with all parties recognising the benefits for 
young people with a diagnosis of ASD to 
receive continuity of education through the 
medium of Welsh and keep socialising 
with their classmates from primary school. 

The council has published the full 
consultation report at 

www.bridgend.gov.uk [see link below] and 
has issued a statutory notice inviting any 
formal written objections, which need to 
be made before 21 December. 

If everything is rubber stamped, the 
specialist learning facilities could open at 
the school as early as 1 February 2018. 

Cllr Charles Smith, the council’s 
Cabinet Member for Education and 
Regeneration, said: “I’m pleased that such 
support has been shown so far for this 
proposal which will enable young people 


with a diagnosis of ASD to continue their 
education and development alongside then- 
peers through the medium of Welsh. 

“A related proposal will also soon be 
considered to set up a key stage 2 learning 
resource centre for ASD at one of the 
county borough’s four partner Welsh- 
medium primary schools.”

A Christmas message from 
the Vale Council leader... 


I ’D like to take 
this opportunity 
to wish all Vale 
residents a very 
happy Christmas 
and healthy New 
Year. 

It has been a 
whirlwind first seven 
months as Leader of the 
Vale Council since the 
Conservative Party’s 
success at the local 
elections back in May. 

I must admit I’ve 
found it something of a 
culture shock splitting 
my time between the 
family business and the 
demands of heading an 
organisation that plays 
such an important role in 
all our lives. 

Often that has meant 
very long days, chairing 
Council meetings and 
meeting with our 
partners in the private or 
voluntary sectors or 
attending Scrutiny 
Committees in the 
evening. 

The run up to 
Christmas is another 
busy period, but 
hopefully there will be a 
little time to relax with 
the family over the 
festive period. 

As I say, it has been a 
hectic second half of the 
year with many pressing 
issues to address so it 
was vital my colleagues 
in the Cabinet and I hit 
the ground running after 
the May elections. 

I’d like to think in the 
short time we have been 
in control there has 
already been significant 
progress made in some 
of the areas that most 
affect Vale residents, and 
we will continue to fight 
for our communities 
amid challenging 
financial conditions in 
2018. 

One subject of major 
concern is the traffic 
situation in and around 
Dinas Powys. I’m sure 
most of us are aware of 
the problems of 
congestion in the area 
and that this is 
something that affects 
not only the village 


itself, but as the main 
transport link for the 
area, has consequences 
for the entire eastern 
Vale. 

Residents’ opinions 
have been canvassed on 
the matter, and having 
met with those living 
locally myself, I 
understand first hand 
just how concerned they 
are and fully appreciate 
why this subject 
generates such strong 
feelings. 

It is a complicated 
issue, but after years of 
inaction, we have taken 
real strides to address 
the problem. Funding 
has been secured from 
Welsh Government for a 
scoping exercise and the 
second stage of work 
into exploring potential 
solutions is well under 
way. 

Once the findings of 
studies that have been 
conducted are clear, I 
look forward to 
assessing the best way 
forward. 

We have already 
moved to spend money 
on road resurfacing at 
the Merrie Harrier 
junction on the edge of 
Penarth to improve the 
condition of this busy 
transport route. 

Funding has also been 
gained from Welsh 
Government to 
investigate the 
possibility of improving 
access between the M4 
and the Vale, potentially 
shortening journey times 
to the likes of Barry, the 
airport and St Athan and 
enhancing the County’s 
appeal to investors. 

This is an exciting 
initiative that could be 
hugely important for the 
Vale, possibly forming 
part of the Cardiff 
Capital Region City 
Deal, a £1.28 billion 
funding agreement with 
Welsh and National 
Government that will 
hopefully see large scale 
investment in the South 
East Wales area which 
should provide high 
quality job opportunities 
for Vale residents.

This Christmas, 

Maria, now a mother of 
two young daughters, 
reminisces in her new 
book, Cycling to the 
South Pole, about 
climbing the Leverett 
glacier and her innate 
longing to return to the 
bitter cold land of 
silence described by 
Captain Scott as “an 
awful place.” 

Below is an extract 
from her journey... 

“Avalanche after 
avalanche powering 
down the mountains 
throughout the day 
gnawed into my fears 
about my safety and the 
glacier climb ahead. My 
perception of distance 
was confused. The scale, 
magnificence and 
emptiness of the 
Transantarctic mountain 
range that lay to my 
right grew closer as I 
pedalled. 

I thought about how 
both Scott and 
Amundsen would have 
arrived at its foot over a 
hundred years ago, and 
how they would have set 
about tackling the 
unknown. 

The Beardmore 
glacier that Captain 
Scott had chosen and the 
Axel Heinberg glacier 
that Roald Amundsen 
had tackled, were 
steeper but shorter in 
distance than the 
Leverett glacier. They 
would have arrived at 
the mountain base with 
dogs and ponies. I was 
soon to arrive with my 
unusual looking, 
untested, Polarcycle. 

For the first time on 
my journey I began to 
doubt the strength in my 
thighs, which I had 
worked so hard to build 
up over the last year. I 
took some comfort in the 
fact that my 985 watts of 
maximum power, that I 
had produced in my 
fitness testing, would go 
some way in helping me. 

Testing my legs in a 
controlled environment 
was, however, no 
comparison to testing 
them on a glacier in 
Antarctica at minus 40 
degrees. 

My tyres were 
rumbling over hard 
packed ice, with the 
occasional layer of soft 
snow blown from a 
snowdrift. The strong 
winds, that regularly 
channelled down the 
glacier, produced 
exposed ice, making the 
possibility of pitching a 
tent more and more 
difficult. 


I feared I did not have 
sufficient ice screws to 
hold my tent on pure ice 
in a severe storm. The 
lack of snow would 
mean I would have to 
dig up huge blocks of 
ice to lay on the 
valances to keep my tent 
rooted to the spot. 

One moment the 
glacier seemed to tower 
down on me as angry as 
it had been in my 
nightmares and in 
another moment the ice 
looked smooth and the 
gradient shallow. 

I realised that my 
vision was deceiving me 
and my ability to 
calculate depth was 
impaired. The glacier 
stretched 3,000 metres 
above sea level in an 
endless tail of ice that 
disappeared into the sky 
above. 

My thoughts started to 
fracture at the prospect 
of the climb ahead, so I 
forced myself to 
concentrate on the 
magnificence of my 
immediate surroundings. 
At times I had to pinch 
myself just in case I was 
dreaming. The enormity 
of the mountain range 
that surrounded me was 
mind blowing, 
indescribable — too vast 
for my mind to handle. 

It prompted demons 
to pop into my mind and 
I had to make a constant 
effort to chase them 
away as I pedalled on. 
Over the last two days I 
had climbed gradients of 
between one and eight 
percent and I was 
accustomed to cycling 
uphill. My legs were 
tired but fully engaged 
and I had plenty of 
strength left. 

Until now, I had 
avoided using my lowest 
gear ring on the front 
wheel, as having one 
more ring in reserve 
gave me hope. The 
gradient was now rising 
to between eight and ten 
per cent in places. 

I had cycled 50 
kilometres in 13 hours 
and 20 minutes and my 
GPS revealed that I was 
at an altitude of 1,452 
metres. That meant I had 
just over 1400 metres 
left to climb up the 
glacier. 

All of a sudden I hit a 
slightly steeper section 
of the glacier and I was 
forced to enter my 
lowest front gear ring for 
the first time. I had been 
dreading this as I needed 
to save this gear for the 
toughest inclines. 

I pushed on and the 
pedalling became very 
tough. As I touched 51 
kilometres I was forced 
to stop. I was shattered 
and the thought of what 
lay ahead was 
overwhelming.”

“We have more 
recently been advised 
that the long-accepted 
practice of using

Candlelight 
service on 
Christmas Eve 


Hugo’s story 
is a reminder 
that ‘pups 
aren’t presents’ 



LAST Nov¬ 
ember, Hugo, a 
beagle, was one 
of 96 puppies 
rescued by 
RSPCA Cymru 
and other 
agencies in a 
pre-Christmas 
operation. 

The RSPCA is 
using Hugo’s story 
to highlight the 
point that puppies 
should not be 
Christmas presents that 
can be discarded at a later 
date. 

November 2016’s 
swoop saw two 
consignments of 

puppies - including 
beagles, basset hounds, 
labradoodles and 

pomeranians - 

intercepted at Holyhead. 

Most of the puppies 
were aged between six 
and seven weeks old. 

An RSPCA 

spokesman said: 

“Conditions on the two 
vehicles were 

horrendous, and placed 
the puppies at risk of 
severe welfare problems. 

“Transport was not 
ventilated, adequate food 
and water not provided, 
and filthy conditions 


were evident in both 
vehicles. 

“Shockingly, in one 
van, attempts had been 
made to conceal the 
transported puppies 
behind bales of wood 
shavings. 

“After an initial 
veterinary inspection the 
puppies were returned to 
the Republic of Ireland, 
and into the care of the 
DSPCA. 

“Thankfully, all bar 
one survived, and were 
happily re-homed - 
including beagle pup 
Hugo.” 

The RSPCA 

emphasises that impulse 
puppy purchases are 
often not well- 
researched, and can 
unwittingly fuel the 
illegal puppy trade. AS 


Vale MP urges Welsh 
Gov’t to give cancer 
patients in Wales 
‘parity with England’ 


VALE MP and 
Secretary of State 
for Wales Alun 
Cairns is calling on 
the Welsh 

Government to give 
Welsh cancer 
patients the same 
access to treatment 
already received by 
English patients. 

Mr Cairns has 
formally written to 
Welsh Health Secretary 
Vaughan Gething to 
highlight the lack of 
cancer drugs available in 
Wales compared to those 
that patients are able to 
access in England. 

Since 2013, English 
patients have been able 
to access Perjeta, a drug 
that can significantly 
extend the lives of 
women with HER2 
positive incurable 
secondary breast cancer. 

The Welsh 
Government has not 
provided this medication 
on the NHS due to the 
National Institute of 
Health and Care 
Excellence (NICE) not 
concluding its appraisal 
of the drug. Despite this, 
it has been available to 
patients in England 
through the Cancer 
Drugs Fund. 

In addition to Perjeta, 
the MP is calling for 
Palbociclicb and 
Ribociclib to be made 
available. Both drugs 
can provide up to 10 
additional months of 
good quality life to 


patients dying from 
HER2 negative incurable 
secondary breast cancer. 
The two drugs have been 
recently recommended 
by NICE to be made 
available on the NHS, 
however no information 
has yet been shared by 
Mr Gething as to 
whether or not Welsh 
patients will be able to 
receive this treatment. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
said: “Welsh cancer 
patients should not be at 
a disadvantage compared 
to those living across the 
border. Every second of 
life is precious to those 
with incurable cancer, as 
well as to their loved 
ones. 

“Therefore if there are 
drugs available which 
can extend these 
patients’ lives, then it is 
only right that those in 
Wales have the same 
access as English 
patients. 

A Welsh Government 
spokesperson said: “The 
Health Secretary has 
already written to the 
Secretary of State to 
explain that palbociclib 
and ribociclib will be 
available in Wales next 
month. 

“We are awaiting a 
decision from NICE on 
Perjeta. Since our New 
Treatment Fund was 
launched in January, we 
have drastically cut the 
timeframe for making 
recommended medicines 
available.” 


Farewell service 
at St Paul’s church 


EVERYONE who has had a 
family connection with the 
Barry Church of St Paul’s is 
warmly invited to the farewell 
service on New Year’s Eve. 

St Paul’s was the first Anglican 
church built for the new town of Barry 
in 1892 and many generations of 
families will have past and present 
members who have been in the 
congregation, sung in the choir, been 
altar servers and Mothers’ Union 
members over all the 125 years. 

The very last service begins at 
10.30am on Sunday morning, 
December 31 and many from all the 
Anglican churches of Barry will be 
joining the St Paul’s congregation for 
what will be a celebration of all the 
years, for all those who have attended 
St Paul’s for christenings, 
confirmations, weddings, funerals and 
glorious services. 

The land for the building of St 
Paul’s was given by Lady Jenner of 
Wenvoe Castle and under the 
leadership of its famous Rector David 
Weatherill, established the tradition of 
glorious ‘High Church’ services with 
beautiful ceremony, incense, many 
candles and outstanding singing. 

Ever since the days of Father 
Weatherill, St Paul’s stood for a 
tradition re-born of the Oxford 
Movement, which depends not on a 
love of what has been described as 
‘Technicolour’ worship, not on 
ceremony for ceremony’s sake, but on 
a right understanding of God and the 
Sacrament of the Altar, with worship 
focused on beautiful and holy chancels 
and sanctuaries. 

St Paul’s Choir was of such a high 
standard that it was chosen to sing in 
London at the Festival of Britain in 
1951. The Festival of Britain was 
similar to the Millennium celebrations 
and in London was built The Skylon 
and Dome of Discovery. 

In 1956 the choir sang Choral 
Evensong for BBC Radio 3. This 
service is still broadcast every 
Wednesday today and as an example of 
the standard of St Paul’s Choir, Choral 
Evensong is usually sung only by 
Cathedral choirs. A young member of 
St Paul’s choir in those days was 
Robert Tear who became a tenor of 


international fame. 

St Pauls’ Church contains a war 
memorial to all the past church 
members who lost their lives in the 
First and Second World Wars and one 
from the Korean War. Also displayed 
in St Paul’s was the red ensign from the 
steamship Trevessa which sank in the 
Indian Ocean. 

The flag was rescued by the cabin 
boy, from Barry, and the flag presented 
many years ago by his mother, Mrs 
Dora Phillips. A beautiful memorial 
window in St Paul’s is to the captain 
and crew of the liner Royston Grange 
destroyed by a fierce fire after collision 
in the River Plate in 1972. All officers 
and crew lost their lives. 

Her captain was from Barry: 
Captain George Booth, and the 
window, presented by his wife, bears 
the inscription ‘REMEMBER 
CAPTAIN GEORGE BOOTH & 
CREW OF THE ROYSTON 
GRANGE LOST WITH ALL HANDS 
IN THE RIVER PLATE 1972 RIP.’ 

Immediately following the farewell 
service everyone can view a small 
exhibition of memories from past and 
present church members and St Paul’s 
will remain open on Sunday morning 
until 1pm to view it. The display is 
being organised by Terry Sylvester 
whose grandparents attended St Paul’s 
even before the church was built! 

This was a ‘tin church’ known as the 
Iron Room, many of which were 
supplied in kit form to satisfy the 
urgent need for churches to serve 
expanding populations. The 
Sylvesters’ family connection has 
continued through five generations; 
John Sylvester was a boy soloist in the 
choir in 1900 and his brother Victor 
Sylvester was church organist in the 
1920s and three generations of current 
members of the family were in St 
Paul’s choir. 

St Paul’s’ highly regarded last 
Rector is Father Robert Parrish who 
will continue to serve in the Barry 
Ministry area at Merthyr Dyfan 
Church and St Mary’s, following the 
forced closure of St Paul’s against all 
the wishes of its congregation, by the 
former Bishop of Llandaff and 
Archbishop of Wales, Barry Morgan.

MP claims ‘harassment 
forced him to move’ 


OGMOREMP Chris 
Elmore says MPs and 
councillors should be 
‘better protected from 
harassment by 

disgruntled voters and 
constituents’. 

Mr Elmore said in a 
Commons debate on 
harassment that when he 
was a councillor in Barry, 
he had dog excrement 
pushed through his door 
and that ‘people in public 
life need greater support 
to help them deal with 
issues of that kind’. 

He told Home 
Secretary Amber Rudd 
that in the run-up to last 
year’s by-election, in 
which he was elected in 
the Ogmore constituency, 
newspaper articles 
claimed that he did not 
live at the address at 
which he did live. 

Mr Elmore said: 
“Despite the Labour 
Party offering proof, 
without doubt, that I 
lived at my home 
address, articles were run 
saying I did not live 
there. 

“After my election I 
received countless 
numbers of tweets from 
people saying they were 
looking through my 
lounge windows to see 


how my furniture was 
laid out. I lied to my 
partner—she now knows 
this—when I referred 
that to the police, 
because I was terrified 
she would want to move 
out of our home.” 

Referring to his 
experiences as a 
councillor in Barry, he 
said: “I have asked the 
Home Secretary whether 
she could change it so 
that councillors receive 
the same protection as 
MPs.

He has refused to do 
this, so the AMs were 
presented with 100-plus 
signed letters from 
residents asking him to 
reconsider.

This only 
lasts for a few weeks so 
we would ask members 
of the public to join 
DIAG and FoE in 
objecting to an operating 
licence being granted.

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Mark’s epic year-long run 
challenge nears its end 


GETTING out for a 
run can be a 
struggle at this time 
of year for even the 
most enthusiastic of 
runners. 

But Porthcawl 
resident Mark Bowen is 
now just over a week 
away from completing 
his epic challenge of 
running on every single 
day in 2017. 

The 35-year-old, who 
is also a member of the 
Porthcawl Runners, will 
have clocked up a 
staggering 2,200 
kilometres - and all in 
aid of Many Tears 
Animal Rescue in 
Llanelli, for whom he 


has raised in excess of 
£1,000 so far, as well as 
raising awareness. 

Many Tears take in 
and re-home dogs who, 
more often than not, 
have suffered neglect. 

He explained: “We’re 
big dog lovers in our 
family and I’d read a lot 
about the refuge centre. 

“They rely entirely on 
donations and volunteers 
and it’s a constant 
struggle for them to keep 
doing what they do. 

“So this was 
something positive that I 
could do for them - to 
go for runs and raise 
money.” 

His plan consisted of 
running at least 3km a 



day but no less than 
30km in any given week 
- with an initial target of 
1,600km for the year, 
which he has smashed. 

“It feels mad now,” he 


continued. “The last two 
months have probably 
been the hardest, 
because it’s felt like 
everything I could have 
been ill with, I’ve had. 

“But I’ve been lucky 
with injuries and it’s just 
that desire it see it 
through, even when I’ve 
had a long day at work 
and felt a bit under the 
weather. 

“My mindset all the 
way through has been 
that I’ve committed to 
this and I’m just going 
to get out there and do 
it. 

“Thinking about what 
those dogs have gone 
through gets me out 
there and gets me 


through it, without fail. 

“My wife has been 
really supportive. I think 
at the start, like most 
people, she probably 
thought it was a bit of a 
crazy idea. 

“But as the months 
went by she got more 
and more supportive and 
she could see there was 
no way I wasn’t going to 
do it.” 

Bowen is now on the 
home straight and on 
New Year’s Eve will 
complete his final run - 
and will be flanked by 
fellow members of the 
Porthcawl Runners 
before taking a much-
